What does it mean to you to be coming back to race again 
at the Minnesota State Fair after a couple years away? 

It's great. lm from Wisconsin, but I’ve raced a lot in the Minne- 
sota area whether it was Elko or Raceway Park. I’ve won my 
share, | guess. I’ve just got a lot of racing friends and fans. It's 
just fun to be able to be running in ASA. I'm glad I'm back in 
the saddle. The Minnesota State Fair is a great Fair. Рт from 
Wisconsin, but my number one fair was the Minnesota State 
Fair. It's a beautiful track. It doesn't have a lot of grip, so you 
have to get your handling qualities in the car. You've got to put 
it all into one day. 


Is that good sometimes to show up and get it all done? 
Yeah, it's fun. With a one day deal, you've got to hit that ball 
right away. You have to have all your ducks in a row. | think the 
racers like that challenge. 


Did you take some added satisfaction with the sometimes 
rivalry between Minnesota and Wisconsin, coming to the 
Minnesota State Fair and dominating for so many years? 

| never really felt a rivalry. | raced in the Midwest. | felt we were 
all just Midwesterners. | took all the money a few times but got 
along well with all the racers. We might have a barley pop with 
the rest of the crew or a meeting or something at the beer tent. 
After the races were over, we ran through the Fair and shot a 
couple basketballs. It was usually a fun day had by all.

What's this year been like for you? 

It's fine. | don't have a consistent Cup or Busch ride. I've been 
testing the IROC cars, which takes some of my time up. | do 
about a half-dozen short track races. | could do many more, 
but | like to keep my schedule open in case | get a call from a 
Busch or Winston Cup team. The main reason | don't have a 
steady ride is somewhere between my age, which they 
shouldn't be looking at, and the fact that we lost our sponsor 
ship with Schneider because of economic reasons. 


Do you miss the week-to-week grind of the season or are 
you kind of enjoying your schedule this season? 

It's kind of a twofold deal. I'd like to be doing it (a full-time sched- 
ule). What | really want to do is run a car that can qualify well 
and race all day in the top-five and on any given day win a race. 
The opportunities to do that are getting less and less for me. 


Do you still feel that you have it in you to run a full season or 
two? 

Oh, yeah. Oh, yeah. I'm just excited to get the opportunity to 
come to the Fair. Kevin Lang is putting a car together for me. It 
will be great to see all my fans and hang around after the race 
to sign some autographs. 


How much would another win at the Fair mean to you at this 
point in your career? 

It isn't everything, but | haven't won a whole lot of races recently. 
So it would be nice. The main thing is | want to be 
competitive...and have a shot at winning. That's the main in- 
gredient - first be competitive. I'm a competitor. | love being com- 
petitive. Of course, | love winning my share of races, but you're 
not going to do that if you're not first competitive.

۱ A / hen asked if he was excited about ringing the famous 

big State Fair trophy bell after winning the Miller Lite 

300, Michigan’s Tristan Dupuis responded quite hon- 

estly. “I’m not sure which bell you’re talking about,” admitted 
Dupuis. 

Well, he does now. Dupuis captured his first-ever ASA win 
at the series’s biggest race September 4, 2000 at the Minnesota 
State Fair. He came out of the pits first and with the strongest car 
on the race’s final two cautions, and then proceeded to put a half- 
track’s length between him and second-place Gary St. Amant. 

"It's been a long time in the making, but we just had every- 
thing fall our way today,” said Dupuis. “Excellent, excellent pit 
stops and excellent calls in the pits. And just excellent calls in the 
pits. We knew early on when we stayed out and everyone else 
ducked in for right sides...we could actually run down the leaders 
who were on new tires. We knew we were good on long runs, and 
after that last stop, we just pulled out all the stops and let her rip. 

“Г ve only raced here one other time, and I really had tire 
management in my mind all day," added Dupuis. "Like they say, 
pretend you have an egg shell under your foot and not squeeze it 
too hard. Last year we ran on bias-ply tires of another make and 
made 11 stops. This year, I didn't count, but we made about four 
or five stops." 

“Не had a better car there in the end,” said St. Amant. “We 
got our car as good as we could possibly get it on that last stop, 
but it wasn't good enough. It's a little tough right now, becuase 
I’ve really wanted to win this race. I’ve been coming up here 
since 1986 and we've been awful close а lot of times. We didn't 
have the best car today, so it's a little easier to take than a couple 
other races." 

St. Amant's second-place finish gives him a 351 point lead 
over Kevin Cywinski with just four events left in the 2000 sea-

son. And that large cushion has slightly changed St. Amant’s 
approach to these final races. 

“About three or four races ago, we kind of gave up the “con- 
sistent, be there at the end, top-five” idea. We’re trying to win

races here, especially here. We have one member on our 
team from up here in Minneapolis. He’s been racing 
here since the 60s. We can’t just quite get Truck a win 
here in Minnesota.” 

Defending series champion Tim Sauter finished 
third but is still fourth in the points. “We had been 
struggling on the flat tracks...so for us it’s a big gain, a 
top-three finish,” said Sauter. “It’s something we can 
build on. The tires did wear out, but they certainly held 
up longer than the other tires. He’s (St. Amant) had a 
great year, and at this point, he’s going to be pretty 
tough to beat. They deserve it. That’s what racing is all 
about.” 


Paul Paine 
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Schneider makes ASA debut 


Elko Late Model standout Jason Schneider made 
his ASA debut at the State Fair started 30th and fin- 
ished 22nd, three laps down. 

"That's a whole different ballgame," said 
Schneider, who was one of three LaFavre Racing drivers 
to compete in the race. "I could get used to something 
like that, but I would like to have a little more seat 
time. The hardest thing for me was putting it on the 
edge. My whole goal for the day was to keep it in one 
piece, but yet you want to race. For me, it was just 
tyring to get used to the power-steering part of it and 
realize the limitations of the car. For my first time out, 
I couldn't be happier. Stayed out of trouble, got a lot 
of laps and had fun." 

“T liked his attitude," said team owner Scott 
LaFavre. “He just kept digging. He hung in there and 
did a real good job."

Paine ends up in top-15 


After not making the show in 1999, Mound's Paul 
Paine got a 15th-place finish after starting 21st. 

“We missed the set-up in the beginning and were 
real loose," said Paine. “Every pit stop, we got the car 
tighter and tighter and finally got it drivable. I thought 
the tires were going to be better than they were. They 
got real slick just like the Goodyears did. This track 
here tears the tires up pretty quick. We're going run 
the car tighter next time with a lot more wedge." 


LaFavre posts two top-5s 


Defending race winner Mike Garvey struggled with 
a tight car all day and eventually finished fifth. 

“We actually started out a little loose, we adjusted a 
little bit, and then we were tight," said Garvey. “We tried 
to loosen her back up and couldn't get it free enough. I 
just couldn't get through the middle. It just kills you on the 
corners. We'll take fifth. You come here to the Fair, and 
you never know." 

Kevin Cywinski, another part of the LaFavre Racing 
contingent, finished fourth. 

"It was a solid day," said team owner Scott 
LaFavre. “Obviously we were certainly hoping to win 
this for the home crowd, but it wasn’t meant to be.”

year in ASA? Absolutely. Maybe it’s just fair to say that Sauter 

is awesome. Through 14 races (when this publication went to 
press), all Sauter had done was win half the contests, set a record 
for most ASA wins by a Rookie and a new record for five straight 
ASA wins. Not bad for a kid who'd had his ups and downs during 
his first couple abbreviated tours of ASA. 


I: it fair to say Rookie Johnny Sauter is having an awesome 


“To be honest with you, I had set goals of winning one to 
three races," admitted Sauter. “Obviously this has surpassed my 
expectations. All along, I’ve known we had the right people, and 
I've got the greatest car owner in ASA (Alec Pinsonneault). We 
have super equipment, and obviously everything has fallen to- 
gether for us." 


Sauter has been characterized by some as intensely focused 
and caustically arrogant by others. When you consider that his 
dad, Jim, and brothers, Jay and Tim, have all enjoyed successful 
racing careers, it's easy to understand the pressure that Johnny 
Sauter might feel to live up to his own expectations if no one 
else's. That made getting his first ASA win April 28 at Hawkeye 
Downs all that more important. 


“Tt was a big monkey off our back. They'll always told us 
that after you won the first one, the second one would come easier. 
When I go to the race track now, I feel like I’ve got no pressure to 
win. I think we can win a handful of races the rest of the season. 
We just have to keep the cars in one piece, and I've got to use my 
head. 


“I think I’m just the same old guy that I’ ve been,” explained 
Sauter. “People can say what they want, but I’m just basically 
doing the same routine, making sure the cars are 100-percent. 
Maybe I' m biased, but I haven't noticed a change in myself. People 
are going to have their own opinions. That's fine; they're entitled 
to that." 


Sauter began his ASA career driving a few races for Lakeville, 
Minn.-based LaFavre Racing in 1998. He made a second tour of 
House of LaFavre in 2000 but was fired after being disqualified 
following the sixth race of the season. Later last year, he drove a 
couple contests for AP Racing, the team for which he drives this 
season. Are there any regrets things didn't work out for Sauter at 
House of LaFavre? 


“None whatsoever,” said Sauter succinctly. “I’m in a much 
better place now. I learned a lot. Don’t get me wrong. I thank 
Scott for the opportunity he actually gave me to run an ASA car 
and everything in the past. He’s the one who got me to where I 
was, and I learned a lot from Mike (Garvey) and Kevin (Cywinski). 
I’ve been able to apply some of that knowledge to what we’re 
doing here. This is just a good opportunity for me, and I’m glad 
we're making good on it. I know that this whole deal can turn 
around in a hurry. You're only a hero for a little while, until ev- 
erybody else catches up with you. I' m not going to get cocky or 
anything else like that; I’m just going to stay focused. I think we 
can still win some more races. It feels good, don't get me wrong, 
to win and beat guys like Mike and Kevin, because I know how 
good they really are." 


Sauter has already confirmed that he will be leaving ASA 
after this season to join Richard Childress Racing and drive a 
part-time Busch schedule in 2002. The plan, according to Satuer, 
is to drive 15-18 Busch races in the 42 ACDelco car that Kevin 
Harvick currently drives. 


“T keep seeing a championship out there. I want to continue 
winning races. My main goal is to keep winning races and lead- 
ing laps. If we can do that, the championship will fall into place.” 


No matter what happens during the closing stages of the sea- 
son, 2001 will be a year that Sauter and everybody else associ- 
ated with ASA will remember.

# The starting field will consist of 34 cars, with positions 1 through 20 filled with the top-20 cars in the 2001 car 
owners' points standings after Event 16 at Jennerstown (PA) Speedway (August 26, 2001). 


Dick Trickle will start 21st. 


Positions 22 through 31 will be determined through two-lap qualifications by the remaining entered cars eligible for 
competition. 


Positions 32 through 34 will come from the current 2001 car owners' points standings. 


All entered cars must have entered, been presented for and passed technical inspection at any of the previous 16 
ASA ACDelco Series events in 2001. 


In the event of rain, the field will consist of 34 starters, with positions 1 through 30 filled with the top-30 cars in the 
2001 car owners' points standings after Event 15 at Jennerstown Speedway (August 26, 2001), and positions 31 
through 34 drawn from a lottery of the remaining eligible cars. Dick Trickle will start 21 as per the 2001 ASA 
Rulebook. 


NOTE: All team transporter rigs will be parked outside the infield entry gate between turns three and four. Teams will unload their cars and equipment 
and roll them into the infield prior to track activity on Monday, September 3. Following the race and after post-race ceremonies, teams will roll their

anny Prziborowski was a driver who enjoyed 
D: success on the asphalt and dirt 

tracks of Minnesota in the late 60s and early 
70s. The silver #85 was always a contender no mat- 
ter where he was racing. Whether it was the 
Modifieds and Super Mods in the sixties or the big 
block Late Models of the 70s, Dan was ready to race. 
His consistency also allowed Dan to gather 6 Late 
Model track championships at Elko, Raceway Park 
and the old Twin City Speedway in Blaine. He also 
won 3 titles at the Minnesota State Fair over the 
years. In addition to the track championships, Dan 
was a past recipient of the Harry Kern Memorial 
trophy handed out each year during the Labor Day 
event at the Fair. 


How did the racetrack at the State Fair rate as a facility 
when you were racing? 

The Fair was the Cadillac of racetracks for us as far as I 
was concerned. We never really had the opportunity to 
run on a track of this size. The big half-mile made us 
feel like we could go forever before we had to lift off of 
the gas. We would go down to West Salem (LaCrosse)

occasionally, but we ran against guys that ran on the track 
every week. The Fair track put us on equal ground and 
always had a special atmosphere surrounding it. 


Who were your toughest local competitors? 

Bob Jusola was probably my toughest competitor. We 
ran many laps together on the old tri-track circuit of Elko, 
Raceway and Twin City Speedway. Bobby was always 
tough no matter where we were running. Norm Setran 
was also a tough driver that we battled with several times 
through the years. 


What did you enjoy most about racing at the Fair? 
Just the excitement of racing at the Fairgrounds and to 
be in front of a crowd of this size. The speed we could 
get out of the cars compared to the local tracks was a 
blast. Like we talked about earlier, we could go down 
to West Salem and run on a half-mile, but the local boys 
knew the best line around the track from running there ev- 
ery week. We always knew we could run strong at the 
Fair. The track had a few bumps in it here and there, but 
everyone had to deal with it.

What was the hardest part of racing at the Fair? 

Qualifying was always achore for me. At the time, we had 
a choice of tires to run with different compounds. I only 
ran one Late Model with a small block, which was my Pistone 
car. All of the others had a big block. We had to run a hard 
tire on the right front to keep it from wearing out and then 
had to qualify on the tires that we were going to run in the 
race. My tires always took a few laps to get up to speed. 


What would you consider your most memorable win? 
All of the wins at the Fairgrounds meant a lot to me. The 
won that stands out the most was when I ran the Modified 
coupe in a гасе with Scratch Daniels. We battled for quite 
awhile and I was finally able to get by him coming out of 
turn four. After the race they tore down my motor and the 
one in that Scratch had in his car. We both made it through 
the tear down. It was a good time. Another big win that 
was import for us was a 100-lap event down at Tampa 
Florida during Speedweeks in 1972. There were lot of cars 
down there, and we didn’t think we would be able to win it, 
but we did. 


How many total wins did you have over your career? 
I’m not sure. I never really kept track of those types of 
things. My daughter has been trying to find the time to 
put together a scrapbook of items. I have a room that 
some of the bigger trophies are in. We won a few over in 
Wisconsin, and a few on snowmobiles during the winter 
months. I know I probably gave away a couple of pick-up 
truck loads of trophies to the little kids over the years. 


Your two sons, Jim and George, both raced. George 
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suffered a life threatening injury back in 1990 at 
Kaukauna but returned to race and was still racing lo- 
cally up until a year or two ago. What were your feel- 
ings watching your sons race? 

It didn’t really bother me. I lived and breathed racing for 35 
years of my life. It was nothing new to me to watch them 
race. The deal that George had in Wisconsin was kind of a 
freak accident. It could have happened to anyone. It wasn't 
really a racing accident. I mean, he wasn't battling for 
position or anything like that. They were getting ready to 
restart the race after a caution and not everyone saw the 
flag. They had a “crack the whip type deal" and guys started 
checking up. George got turned around and into the wall 
with the drivers side of the car hitting first. 


When did you step away from racing and why? 

My health caused me to step out of the racecar back in 
the early 1980s. I think around '83 or ‘84. [injured my leg 
running a sprint car at Anderson, IN many years ago while 
running the Little 500. The arthritis seemed to make the 
injury worse as time went on. I was always comfortable 
when I was in the car, but my arthritis would really act up 
after I would get out and cool down. It just got to be too 
much for me to deal with. 


Do you have any desire to get behind the wheel again? 
Oh, yes, I sure do. I probably shouldn’t say that due to my 
health, but I would like to jump in and give it a try sometime. 
Just to play around and see what it feels like again. I’ve 
had an offer to run my old modified out at Arlington for the 
IMCA Oldtimers event a few times, but I haven’t been 
able to make it out there yet.

Thoughts on Mike Garvey and Kevin Cywinski 

Mike is a bulldog, man. He’s fun to watch. I watched him win at 
Nashville Speedway six or seven years ago. He likes leading laps. 
Kevin is a little more patient, but they both seem to get to the front 
at the same time. One’s more aggressive and one’s a little more 
methodical. The whole thing is that LaFavre has two of the best 
drivers in the circuit. They’ ve had some bad luck this year, some 
created by themselves. They crashed out one time running first 
and second. I’m glad I wasn’t at that meeting on Monday morn- 
ing. You have these guys that are winners and second is never 
good enough, so you’re going to have that. I’ve watched that 
with Hendrick Motorsports in Winston Cup and the Robert Yates 
team not long ago. 


Comparisons between NASCAR and ASA 


NASCAR can boast of being the best major speedway show 
around, and I think we (ASA) can boast that we’re the best short 
track racing in the world. I don’t care who you put up against us. 
They’re just two different types of racing. You have one where 
the cars go out of sight...and you have one that’s right there in 
front of everyone that wants to scrutinize you. 


Thoughts on coming to the Minnesota State Fair 

It’s kind of like the first time I went to Salem. I had heard so much 
that I couldn’t wait. I took my passenger car with permission from 
the speedway. It’s the same way with the Minnesota Fair. That 
reminds me of when I was back racing short tracks. We used to 
have the fair at Charlotte. The atmosphere is, well, you just can’t 
get that atmosphere anywhere else in the world except during 
the fair week. I’m looking forward to it.

all, it’s been a tremendous year for ASA. When we 
got to Berlin (Mich.) in the afternoon, and by four 
o'clock the grandstands were full and people were 
having tail-gating parties. They had signs up around 
the track welcoming us.

Biggest change going from Winston Cup broad-

What's it like being the reigning champ the second time 
around? 
At the beginning of the year, we were at the first race at St. Augus- 
tine, Tim Sauter, who was the champ back in 1999, was at the 
race track, and we were talking about how hard it is to come back 
and repeat that championship. | don't know if it's the pressures 
we put on ourselves to do better, but what it probably is more than 
anything is that everybody is looking at your team. They're look- 
ing at everything you're doing and trying to do better in every 
aspect. That's what makes it so hard to win a second champion- 
ship. 
The more championships you win, the more championship races 
you're involved in, I’m not going to say it becomes easier. I'm just 
going to say that you've dealt with those circumstances before, 
and it's a lot easier dealing with them the second time around. 
This year does seem like it's been a lot smoother than 1999 (year 
after first championship) was for us. We felt like we had a better 
car than we did at all the races last year. The only thing is that 
there are four or five teams out there that have gotten a whole lot 
better than they were last year. 


With just a few races remaining, would you rather be lead- 
ing the points or within striking distance? 
As long as we're within striking distance, there's a lot to be said 
about that. But you always 
want to be on top. It seems 
like momentum has a lot 
to do with how key 
races play out. It 
seemed like races ago 
(Toledo, Chicago and 
Berlin) we had started 
to get some good mo- 
mentum. Hopefully, we can put a 
little pressure on Johnny (Sauter).

What's most important to winning a title? 

| think pressure is one of the key elements of a championship run. 
Having not been in that position, it’s a lot easier to be affected by 
the pressure. I’m sure Johnny's feeling it a little bit. He's got other 
things on the table that he's going after. | know one thing: he wants 
that championship pretty bad, and he's going to be pretty tough to 
beat. We started the year off (championship year in 2000) with a 
win at Lakeland and never gave up the points lead all year, | think. 
We had that momentum going just about all year. The pressure 
never really got to me. When you have a 30, 40 or 50 point lead, 
you always feel someone is within striking distance with each race. 
It seemed like last year that we had a 100 or 200 point lead just 
about all year. That really takes a lot of pressure off you. You can 
go out there and try to win races. And if you don't win races, you 
know your job is to get that race car home in one piece. 


What's your take on this season so far? 

The big thing about this year...is that 2001 is the Johnny Sauter 
year. What they've come out with, the car, Johnny Sauter as the 
driver and Joe Shear, Jr. as the crew chief, they have a team put 
together there. Yeah, they're in ASA running for a championship 
now, but | think in the future you'll see them running for champion- 
ships in Busch or Winston Cup. Some of the ASA people don't 
really like seeing guys go on. As far as l'm concerned, this just 

shows the level of competition we 
have in this series with the 
Johnny Sauters or in the 
past with the Tony Raines, 
the Mark Martins or the Dick 
Trickles, all the guys that 
went down south. | think it 
® really says a lot of good 

things about ASA.

лə Y ith all the stories in this publication about racing, I 
| Y, thought it might be interesting to write a little piece 
about racers but not necessarily about racing. I had 
heard that Mike Garvey and Kevin Cywinski, the two ASA driv- 
ers for House of LaFavri aka Lakeville-based LaFavre Racing, 
played racquetball on a pretty regular basis.

Chris Tahti, who is 
now the Entertainment Director at the Fair, had the good for- 
tune to escort Earnhardt, Rusty and Kenny Wallace and Dick 
Trickle, getting them to the track the day of the race. What fol- 
lows is Tahti’s oral history of that day.

Darlington the day before, because I guess there was a little rub- 
bing going on because Earnhardt had rubbed Rusty or something. 
I just remember there was some incident, and there was some 
friendly tension between the two. I think half of what they were 
saying was in jest. They were sometimes rather vulgar talking 
about whatever the incident was toward the end of the race. You 
could just see that there was some friendly competition. The re- 
ally neat thing was that Dick Trickle kind of sat in the middle of 
the two and just 
kind of sat back 
enjoying all the 
ribbing. Every 
once in a while 
when it would 
calm down, he 
would stir the pot 
and get it going 
again. These guys 
are racers. I think 
inherent in racers 
is that they have 
some hearing loss 
as a result of all 
the noise, so their 
voices were prob- 
ably a little louder 
than was socially 
acceptable. So as 
they were being 
rather vulgar, at 
times, everybody 
at the restaurant 
could hear what they were talking about. The strange is that not 
one person recognized any of them. Nobody came up to ask for 
autographs. I think they were in a jovial enough mood that they 
would have signed them or whatever, but nobody knew who they 
were. It was kind of cool that they could be incognito and enjoy 
breakfast as buddies. 


We were in a no-smoking section and we had what I assume 
was a Roseville area high school girl as our waitress.

Assessment of changes with tires and engines over the past couple years in ASA

power. That's coming in 2002. I've also talked at very long length with the powers-to-be at BF Goodrich. It's my opinion that 
obviously we're selling entertainment, and the entertainment value of racing basically revolves around crashing and passing. We 
can't much control the crashes, but we can control the passing. It's my opinion that if the tire had less traction and wore out, then you 
would have more pit stops and more guys coming from the back to the front. Therefore, there would be more passing. 


Your future in ASA 

The whole thing is sponsor-driven. I have to generate a profit, and the only way I can do that is with good sponsorship. The teams that 
are in the hunt for a championship are spending a lot more money than we are, but I’m not so sure that it’s necessary to spend all that 
money to win a championship. 


Best part of Minnesota State Fair race 

Meeting with a whole bunch of old friends and family. I’ve got a lot of family in the Minnesota area. It's been a very good race track 
to me over the years. I don't know what it is about the track, but it kind of fits my driving style. I remember winning back in 1981, and 
that was the year Larry Detjens had died (earlier in the year). I'll never forget the fact that I thought Larry was riding with me that day.
